That would make tbe annual ex- 
pense about $3,000 (tbe interest) and 
about $500 for running it.

and if the borough got the system U 
could take steps which would make it 
possible for many more to take it. 
Ihen, to pay for the plant, we could levy 
a little additional tax for a few years, 
if 
necesBiiry. But, before we take any 


steps, I believe we ought to call a pub- 
lic meeting of council and invite the 
citizens to express their views. There Is 
one thing sure: If we let anybody else 
get the system there will be a howl be- 
cause the borough didn't buy it." It 
sounds good.

Fire Protection at Bristol. 


Editor Gazette:—In the report of the 


engineers to the borough, published in 
the Gazette of March 8th, they stated 
"These water maius (of the Bristol Wa- 
ter Company), and their connections are 
WHOLLY INADEQUATE AS A FIRE 
PROJECTION." 
The engineers alto 


stated in their report that the new de- 
sign proposed by them gives "A COM- 
PLETE FIRE PROTECTION. " 


It in tbe business of these men to 


study such matters an fire protection, and 
after having made a careful examination 
of tbe conditions at Bristol, they formed 
their conclusions. It was not a snap 
•hot judgment, it was founded upon 
facts. 


In my letters to your readers I have re- 


peatedly called attention to tbe necessity 
of a proper fire protection for tbe dwell- 
ings and buildings of Bristol, and of the 
inadequacy of tbe present nystem of wa- 
ter works from ttyis standpoint. 


My reason for claiming that the present 


system is very defective was not based 
upon what the engineers reported, fur my 
mind had been made up upon this point 
for some time (and their report only con- 
firmed my opinion), but my judgment 
was rather based upon knowledge and ob- 
servations earlier and otherwise gained. 


In 1891, when the old 140 ft. stand-pipe 


of the Water Company was in use, and 
before tbe present 152 ft. stand-pipe bad 
been erected, teats were made in the 
neighborhood of tbe mills, which showed: 


56 IDS hydrant pressure with no hose 


stream in use, and only 26 Ibe. hydrant 
pressure when four am nil stream*, each 
through short lengths of hose, were in 
use, with small nozzles. 


These testa were made upon due notice 


to the Water Conip-iny, who presumably 
had changed their oyetem to direct pres- 
sure. 


When it is remembered that 36 Ibs. 


pressure at tbe hydrant corresponds to a 
head of water of only 60 fe.et at 
the 


stand pipe, it Is evident that 
most 


of the pressure due to tbe head of water 
in the stand-pipe, or at tbe pumping sta- 
tion, bad been used to overcome tbe fric- 
tion of tbe small water mains in Bristol. 


In about 1895, a new stand-pipe 152 ft. 


high was erected, Subsequent tests by 
the Insurance Inspectors, always upon 
notice to tha Water Company showed: 


On October 26, 1898, the static pres- 


sure was 54 Ibe. at the hydrant, with no 
hose stream in use, and this was reduced 
to 37 lb«. at tbe hydrant, when a total of 
only 255 gallons per minute, were dis 
charged through short lengths of hose. 


On September 27, 1899, tbe hydrant 


pressure was 60 Ibs. when no fire stream 
was in use, and this was reduced to 23 
Ibs. at the hydrant when a total of 550 
gallons per 
mutate 
were discharged 


through four short lengths of hose. 


On August 15, 1900, the hydrant pres- 


sure was 60 Ibs. when no hose stream was 
In use, and this was reduced to 30 Ibs. at 
the hydrant when a total of only 150 gal- 
lons per minute were discharged through 
three short lengths of hose. 


On July 10, 1901, the use of one short 


length of hose from a hydrant drew the 
pressure down to 37 Ibs. at tbe hydrant 
from a starting pressure of 51 Ibg. 


In January, 1902, the Manufacturer's 


Mutual Fire Insurance Company's In- 
spector made tests in the mill district, 
upon due notice to tbe Water Company, 
and stated in his report: 


"I vieited tha fymiping station and 


stand-pipe. 
The pipe is about 6 feet in 


diameter and 150 feet high. I found it 
but little over half fall, as per gage, 
which showed 35 Iba." 


"A small pump about 350 gallons a 


minute was pumping into the stand-pipe, 
and aa the engineer stated, he was not 
gaining any/: 
"Ihe large pump, capable of pumping 


1400 gallons a minute, was shut down for 
change in packing. 


"A second small pump was running. 


With such a small stand-pipe, and under 
conditions stated, should call this a dl 
rect pump pressure only, It is that prac 
tically, and not of much value even 
than." 


Again in June, 1902, tbe Insurance 


Company, lealizlng what a risk they were 
carrying with the inadequate water pres- 
sure afforded by the Water Company, 
made a second report, as follows: 


"The primary supply to the sprink- 


lers is now but exceedingly limited, be- 
ing from the Bristol Water Company's 
pipes, the greater part of which, near tbe 
mills are six inches in diameter, 
and 


feed practically by direct pumping, as 
the stand pipe Is only six feet in di- 
ameter, and contains when full only 32j- 
000 gallons. Moreover, Inspectors have 
recently reported tho pressure low and 
the stand-pipe only partially full. 
In 


one case the main pump of the Water 
Works was out of order. Probably the 
best solution will be to eract a large ele- 
vated tank in the yard, and possibly dis- 
continue the public water connections." 


From May 10 to 18, 1906, I had a cor 


rected and standardized recording pres- 
sure gagexplaced in a building on Raa- 
clift'e street, near Market street, from 
which no water was drawn or used. It 
recorded graphically the height of water 
in the stand-pipe in the pumping station 
for every minute of these eight days, and 
showed: 1. The stand-pipe to be practi- 
cally fnll for only 5% hours ont of 192 
consecutive hours, or leis than three per 
cent, of tbe entire time. 


2. That the height ot water In the 


stand-pipe got dowr as low as 57}tf feet, 
or only about one-third full. 


From May 20th to June 6th, 1906, a 


period of seventeen consecutive days, the 
recording gage was placed in the cellar 
of a dwelling near Pond and Lafayette 
streets, and during that time the Water 
Company cut off the water from the 
neighborhood for a period of three 
hours. These tbree hours are not in- 
cluded in what I shall say of the re- 
cords at this point. The observations 
were recorded for a period of 405 hours, 
and showed: 


1, The stand-pipe was substantially 


full for a total of seven hours in 405 
hours or for less than 2 per cent, of tbe 
entire time. 


i, Tbe stand-pipe was two-thirds emp- 


ty for a period of one hoar and 
fifteen 


minutes, 


Summarizing the records 
taken at 


theie two places for a total of 597 hours, 
we find that: 


1. The water was 138 feet, or over, in 


the 152 foot stand-pipe for only one-sixth 
of the time. 


2. The height of water was down to 


fifty-one ftet in the 163 feet stand-pipe 
for 76 consecutive minutes. 


3. Daring each of the 25 days when 


contiuuons pressures were recorded, the 
stand-pipe got ai lew as one-third empty. 


Tbe recording gage was then placed in 


a dwelling on Otter street for two days, 
June 16 and 18, 1906, and showed: 


1. A full stand-pipe for thirty minutes 


oat of 48 hoars, or for about 1 per oent 
of the time. 


2, The pressures averaged much less at 


Otter street than at either of the other 
places. 


The pressure corresponded to the stand 


pipe about one-half full for six hours amd 
fifteen minutes out of 48 hours, or for 
about one-seventh of the entire time. 


These records are in my poweasion, 


and may be examined by any one desir- 
ing to see them. 


Now, the engineers employed by the 


Borough Snd that tbe water mains of 
the Company, many of wnich have been 
in use foi ovet thirty years are small. 
They state that a 48.1 per cent, are only 
4 inches. 


Is it any wonder that the fire protec- 


tion is to inadequate? 


In the engineers' scheme for the new 


water works, only 14.8 per cent of the 
mains are to be as small aa 4 inches. 
Furthermore, the new works will have 
150,000 gallons of water in Hi tank, at an 
elevation exceeding 150 feet; while the 
Water Company has only 82,000 gallon* 


n its itand-pipe, in a column reaching 
from the ground up to its top.- The Wa° 
:er Company has no storage available for 
tire protection, while the new works will 
bave 150,000 gallons stored at all times, 
aud available for fire protection, being 
high enough to do good work and suffic- 
ient in quantity to supply six large hose 
streams for a period of 120 minutes, even 
if the pumping plant were not running. 
The Water Oampuny'a stand-pipe is on 
the river bank, on one edge of the town. 
The large water tower of the new works 
is suggested for the center of the town 
where it can do the most good. 


Again, the old mains are an aggrega- 


tion of pucch work and extensions, made 
without proper feeders. The new works 
will have its mains so distributed and 
cross-fed that even the smallest pipes will 
be as effective as if supplied immediately 
from tlie pumping station. 


If the foregoing ie not convincing of 


the inadequacy of tbe Water Company's 
fire supply, then this contention may be 
fortified by reference to "FIRE STREAM 
TABLES." I have purposely avoided 
any reference to them, as they are tech- 
nical. Besides, I wanted to confine this 
letter to facts coming under my personal 
observation.

Filtration Reduced Typhoid.

In communica- 
tions which I have mada to your Commit- 
tee, I have referred to the great benefit! 
derived by tbe use of filters in Albany, 
bat was unable to give you the latest in- 
formation regarding them. 


On page 72 of the Albany report is tab- 


ulated the number of typhoid fever oases 
reported to the health authorities at Al- 
bany, and also the number of deaths 
therefrom. 
These tables may be sum- 


marized aa follows: the first niae years 
being prior to the Introduction of filters:

From this tabulation, it appears tuat 


the decrease in cases and deaths from 
typhoid fever is startling. 


Albany bas a population of about 


95,000, The average number of cases per 
year lor nine years prior to the introduc- 
tion of filters was 425, 71 of which per 
year were fatal. 
For the six years in 


which the filters have been in use, tbe 
average number of cases per year has 
been 99, of which 24 were fatal. 


During tbe year preceeding tbe intro- 


duction of filters in Albany, there were 
612 cases of typhoid, of which 84 were 
fatal. 


During tbe last reported year in Al- 


bany, there were only 30 cases of typhoid 
fever, of which 12 were'fatal.

Earnings of Water .Plants. 


Editor Gazette:—In connection with 


tne discussion as to the advisability of an 
installation of a municipal water plant, 
the question as to whether such water 
plants are a paying investment for a mu- 
nicipality has been raised by a number 
of citizens interested in the consideration 
of this problem. 


In order to show the profit there is in 


the ' water business for municipalities 
which operate their own plants I exhibit 
below recent statements obtained from 
towns and cities within reasonable dis- 
tance of Philadelphia, operating their 
own water and purification systems. 


In nearly all of these plants their rates 


for water are on a lower basil than those 
prevailing in Bristol. 


As flattering as these exhibits would 


make municipal ownership of our water 
plant, let us not lose sight of the fact, 
tbat there are other reasons why such 
ownership is even more important to a 
community. 


Let us not forget that municipal own 


ership means the absolute control in the 
hands of the people of this most import- 
ant public utility. 


Let us not forget the importance that 


control of our water plant bears toward 
the Buccceisfnl operation of other public 
utilities which properly should be in tbe 
ownership of the municipality. 


Let us not forget that with the water 


plant in the bands of th« people all reve- 
nue derived from future increase in the 
population of our borough will be ours. 


And above all the only charge we can 


have for water will be tbe cost of operat- 
ing and maintaining our plant, together 
with interest and sinking fnnd provisions 
for the bond issue.

NAPOLEON'S ESCAPES." 


Recklew ot Danger, the Great §•!• 


dter W»» Often Wounded. 


In reply to the question In what en- 


gagements he considered himself to 
have been In the greatest danger of 
losing his life Napoleon once aald, "In 
the commencement of my campaigns." 
Indeed, If further proof were demanded 
to show that he did not spare himself 
at Toulon It Is only necessary to add 
that during the ten weeks of its siege 
Napoleon, In addition to a bayonet 
wound In big thigh, had three horses 
nhot under him, while at the siege of 
Acre during the expedition to Egypt he 
lost no fewer than four in the same 
manner. 


During the last days of his life, when 


captivity, disappointment and sickness 
had well nigh completed their work, It 
Is said that the agony of his fatal dis- 
ease drew from him on many occasions 
the pitiful cry of, "Why did the cannon 
balls spare me?" 


During his long military career Napo- 


leon fought sixty battles, while Caesar 
fought but frfty. In the early part of 
his career he was utterly reckless of 
danger while on the battlefield, and this 
npirit of fearlessness contributed large- 
ly to the love and esteem In which he 
was held by his armies. There was a 
curious belief among the English in Na- 
poleon's time that he had never been 
•wounded, and Indeed the report was 
current that he carefully if not in a 
cowardly manner refrained from ex- 
posing himself. Nothing could be more 
contrary to the truth, for he was In re- 
ality several times severely wounded, 
but as he wished to impress upon his 
troops the belief that good fortune nev- 
er deserted him and that, like Achilles, 
he was well nigh Invulnerable, he al- 
ways made a secret of his many dan- 
gers. He therefore enjoined once for 
all upon the part of his immediate staff 
the most absolute silence regarding all 
circumstances of this nature, 'for It la 
almost impossible to calculate the con- 
fusion and disorder which would have 
resulted from the slightest report or the 
smallest doubt relative to his existence. 
Upon the single thread of this man's 
life depended not only the'fate and gov- 
ernment of a great empire, bnt the 
whole policy and destiny of Europe as 
well.
